3.  Section  15  of  the  principal  Act,  shall  be  re-numbered  as  sub- 
tion  (1)  thereof  and — 

(a)  in  sub-section  (1)  as  so  re-numbered, 

({)  for  the  words  “eighty-five  rupees”  the  words  “one 

hundred  fifty  rupees”  shall  be  substituted  ; 

(ii)  clause  (V-bb)  and  clause  (V-c)  shall  be  omitted  ; 

(b)  after  sub-section  (1)  the  following  sub-sections  shall  be 
inserted , namely — 

“ (2)  Every  member  shall  be  entitled  to  daily  allowance  at 
the  rate  of  one  hundred  rupees  per  day  for  the  days  during 
which  he  tours  for  the  works  in  the  service  of  the  public 
and  for  which  the  allowance  or  incidental  charges  under 
sub-section  (1)  are  not,  or  may  not  be,  admissible. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-sec- 
tion (1) , daily  allowance  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  rupees 
per  day  shall  be  payable  to  a member  holding  any  office 
referred  to  in  clause  (i)  of  section  2 and  the  Leader  of 
Opposition  for  each  day  during  the  whole  of  the  term  m 
which  he  holds  such  office,  except  such  days  for  which  he 
claims  daily  allowance  under  sub-section  (1)  ” 

4.  In  section  24  of  the  principal  Act,  in  sub-section  (1),  in  the  s^™e^eot  of 
jbplanation-n  for  the  words  and  figures  “in  the  year  1980”  the  words 
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figures  “in  the  year  1980  or  in  the  year  1985”  shall  be  substituted.
